A Narrative is a Relation of {oamething that may be 
ſeen, felt, heard, or wnder ſtood : Or otherwiſe : It is a 
Relation of fomething that Caunrr be cithey ſeen, felt, 
beard, or wader flood + For we have Our Varratives of 
things ſible and Inviſible , Poſſrble and /mpoſſib'e 5, True 
and Fa/ſe : Our Narratives of Fat, an! our Aurratives 
of /mayination. In One word : There was ne-er any 
thing S:id, Done, or Thought of, <ince the Creation ; 
nor 1o much as the Frn'y of any thing, thy" it vas xe- 
ver Said, Done, or Thon:bt of but it will Feara Nearrartie, 
$1 that the only poine wall begour of This Infiaitc Cirer- 
fry of Varratives, Which is the Narrarte Lere In q /t ron, 
N OW the Narrative here in queſtion, is the Noarre- 
tive of The ? Z0T; butthin there will arte Another 
Queſtion ; Of /YH AT Plat ? For there are as many 
ſorts of Plots as there are of Varrarites. There arc ts 
of Paſſion, and Plots of Interet ; Plots Genera and Fare 
fie ar * Polick and Private WS ; Wrer. M ain [Dome/? a"e 2 
Fecleftafticall and Crvilt : There are Plots ty UH dorm ine 
Governments, and Plors to Support them ; Plots Sample, 
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and Counter Plots ; Plots to make Plots ; and Plots to Spoil 
Plots ;, Plots to give Credit to Sham-Plots; and Plors again 
to Biffle, and Drſcountenance Real Onts "Plots Feſurical, 
and Vharatique ; Plots Great and Small ; Highand Zow ; In 
ſhort, There is not any thing vnder the Sun, -that may 
ſerve us cither for F leaſure, or Convenience, but we have 
a ot upon't : And the Afaſfter-Plot of af, is the Plot how 
to get the Aoney out of One Pocket into Another as is well 
Obſcrv'd by oncof the Anticnts. For what is it that ns; 
all Trades and Profeſſions a work, Nay and all wicked- 
nciſc roo ; As Murther, Calamny, Oppreſſion, Perjury, Sub- 
ornation, Corruption, &c. But a Plot upon Afony ? 

NO W tocome to my point. This Diſcourſe is not

But itis a Narrative ( by way of Excellexce) of THE 
Plor . that isto ſay, the Capitalland Helliſh Pler which 'is 
now 1n Aeitation, for the Deſtruction of Our Priace, Re- 
ligion and Government, tothe Horrour and Amazemeat 
ot all the Reformeax Catholiques in Chriſtendom, Icall them 
Reformed Catholiancs, rather then Proteſtants, becauſe I 
take the Catholique to be the Avtionter Family of the Two : 
The Denomination being ulced in the Primitive Chareh ; and 
nor only to denotc a Generality, or Univerſality of Þ rofeſ- 
ſoon : but alſo to Diſtinguiſb Orthodox, and Obedient Ce 
ans, irom Schſauiquer, and Heretiquer, "Tiscaſt iam 
Diſh I know, asa K-proach, that I will not own my ſelf 
to be a Proteſtant, Now {o far as Proteſtant is a Catholique, 
or as the Church of Fagland i» That which They call Prote- 
ftant, "tis all one rome, whether 1 paſſe for a Reformed 
Catholique, a Church of England-man, or a Proteſtant. But 
when Hereſie, and Schiſm comes to ſhelter it elf under 
the Cover of Proteſtantiſm, (which is but too common a 
Caſe) IT have no Ambition to be accounted any of thoſe 
Proteſtants. Sothar my Crime 15 oaly that I am & Church» 
of- England-Proteſtant, But to return to my T_ T 
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LET the Reader take notice, that as theſe are

compares their Teſtimonies ;, and yet dowbrs of the Plot, is 
liet+: better, certainly, then Seal'd up under the ſpirit of 
Blindnef, and. Deluſion. Let no body therefore expect from 
Theſe Sheets, any Repetition of what the Aings Evidenc's 
have Delrvered, and Depoſed with {0 much Solemniry a2- 
rea''y ; but rather repair tothe Afemoriall; that they hace 
committed to the Pabigue, which arc many, and Copione, 
for a Full, and Finel Setisfaftion.
